Arndt, in spite ot her eighty-three years 
watched the surgeons at the County 
hospital yesterday amputate her right 
leg near the hip without giving evidence 
of pain. The operation proved success- 
ful, 


Samuel I Webber had charge of the 


operation, which is said to be the first of 
its nature performed iu America. The 
method consists in the deadening of the 
nerves in the limbs by the injection of 
cocaine in the verterbral cavity above 
the point where the nervea for the lower 
limbs branch from the spinal chord. 


The drug was injected into the pa- 


tient's vertebral cavity a short distance 
below the waist line, nnd soon she an- 
nounced that she had lost all feeling in 
her lower limbs while she was fully con 
scion 3 of what was going on and had 
the full use of all her faculties. 


The limb was removed two inches be- 


low the hip and after the effects of the 
drug had passed away the woman said 
she felt well. The prospects for her re-

Many of these officers 
still retain their commissions in the 
German army and are now on leave of 
absence.

the matter and it seems that the serving 
of Germans in the Boer army hps received 
his silent approbation.

Porto Rico Bill Involves 


Whole Plan for a Colo- 


nial System. 


DEBATE IN CONGRESS 


Newly Acquired Lands Need 


Not 
be Taken Into 
the Union. 


President McKinley Holds That They 


Are the Property of the United 
States and Congress Has Undoubted 
Power to Legislate for Them 
Democrats .Claim Colonial .System 
Has No Place in Our Form of Gov- 
ernment. 


.Washington, Feb. 10—Both sides ac- 


cept the debate on the Porto Paean 
government bill in the house this week 
as the beginning of a great battle to 
determine the right and power of the 
United States to maintain colonies. 


Administration leaders explain that 


the insistence upon Porto Eican tariffs 
is duo, not to any fear ot the competi- 
tion of that small island, but to the fact 
that if Porto Kico were admitted to be . 
a part of the nation, entitled to share 
its constitutional guaranties, the same 
privilege, or right, must be .accorded to 
the Philippines. 


Congress HUM Power tr> Legislate. 


It is represented that the President,. 


with the majority of the leaders of his 
party holds that'all the newly acquired 
islands are the property of the United 
States and that congress has undoubted 
power to legislate for them. 


The Democratic attitude is that if- 


Porto Eico iu to remain an American 
possession it must be as an integral part 
of the United States, and in such case 
tne tariff duties for the island must be 
exactly the sime as those governing 
this oountrj, 


Decisions of the Supreme Court are 


quoted by each sido in support of these 
conflicting contentions. 


This week's debate will doubtloesscrve 


to bring out in most striking fashion 
the fact that these contentions for and 
against a colonial system are to form the 
pivotal issues of the presidential cam- 
paign of 1900. 


Til-publicans Will Claim. 


The republicans will claim that witb- 
lt a colonial system the United States 


cannot keep pace with its commercial 
rivals throughout the world: that we 
shall lose all the practical 
fruits- of the 


recent war with Spain; .that the United 
States cannot fill its predestined place as 
one ot tha great powers of the world- 
and must necessarily fall behind in the 
race for prestige and trade: that we shall 
be unable to discharge our obligations- 
of honor and responsibility to the peo- 
ple's who have through war and treaty 
come under our protection. 


Claims of the Democrats. 


Tie democrats 
will claim that a 


colonial system finds no place under our 
form of government: that it is unconsti- 
tutional to begin with, and undesirable 
even if constitutional; that 
a republic 


cannot have subjects or exercise control 
over people who do not give their con- 
sent to suoh control: that such a depart- 
ure from the traditions and principals of 
the republic is dangerous and revolu- 
tionary because it tends to change our 
form of government from one in which .

in the government—and that this rule is 
imperialism pure and simple. 


I'eople Alust Decide

Sermon at the Baptist Church by ^the 


Rev. A. C. Kempton Yester- 


day Morning, 


At the Baptist Church 
yesterday 


morning the Rov. Arthur C. Kempton 
gave the fifth of his series "In the Foot- 
steps of Jesus..' Ht &aid in. part: 


The river Jordan is the moat interest- 


ing river in all the world. Other rivers 
have had their attractions .but more 
people are attracted b*y the Jordan. The 
Jordan valley is a deep trench 163 miles 
long and 1300 feet deep. The river 
comes from three springs in Mt. Leban- 
on. 
The river is full born where it 


arises. It is thirty feet wide where it 
begins. It then widens into the "Blue 
Galilee" and then it seems to struggle 
hrough muddy banks as it turns this 
way and that to get to. the Dead Son. 
Geologists tell ue that it. was ouce one 
of the deep gorges of the ocean bottom. 
This valley is one of the hottest places 
on earth. 


If you do not like this river because 


of its lack of beauty you will certainly 
be fascinated by its history. It goen 
back to the time of Abraham and Lot 
Lot chose to go with the sinful people 
of Sodom. 
God pity the person who 


choses to associate with the wicked ones 
of earth instead" ot associating with 
God's people. Lot escaped the results 
of his evil choosing, but it wns because 
of the pleadings of the righteous Abra- 
ham. 


Another great character that was as- 


sociated with the history of Jordan was 
Moses. He bud led his people for fortv 
years from Egypt, and now he goes up 
into Mt. Nebo and God look him and no 
mac knows of his sepulcher to this dny. 


Tke Mohamedans claim to have found 


the tomb of Moses and they worship it 
today. Joshua succeeded Moses in the 
leadership of Israel. God opened the 
river by natural or supernatural means 
and the people passed snfely over the 
river Jordan on dry ground. 


Another incident 
connected 
with 


Joshua and Israel was the capture of 
Jericho by simply marching around the 
city by the command of God. 


Another event told us in the bible 


about this river was the parting ,ot 
Elijah and Elisha upon its bank 
after 


their miraculous crossing of the river. 
In this river Elisha made the borrowed 
ax of the woodman to swim. 


Probably the greatest human prophet 


that ever visited Jordon was John the 
Baptist. In this river he baptised those 
who were to be believers of Jesus. 


Jesus himself one day came to the 


Jordon and John took him down into 
the river and buried him into baptism 
as an example to his followers and -God 
the Father approved of it at the Saviour 
came up out of the river. 


The waters of Jordon have been car- 


ried to every land and many pilgrims 
have gone there from their distaut homes 
to bt, baptis.ed in its waters. 
Perhaps 


we may nevor see it or be baptised in 
it but we can believe in Jesus and obey 
Him and thus be ready to cross that 
Jordon of death of which this river is a 
symbol.

THE DELINQUENTS 


Assignee of Odd Fellows Insurance Co. 


Who Sued and Got Judgment 


Against Many in This City. 


Several Odd Fellows in Janesville will 


no doubt be interested in knowing that 
John L. Fultop, assignee for the de- 
funct "Wisconsin Odd Fellows'Mutual 
Life Insurance company, is still after 
the delinquents and n-embers against 
whom judgment ha8*been secured, will 
either have to .pay the amount of the 
judgment within a very short time or 
else defend themselves in another suit. 


Mr. Fulton filed his third annual re- 


port as assignee of the company and he 
secured an extension of time in which to 
file his final account in order that he 
may bring suit against those of the 
members he holds judgments against 
unless the come in and pav the judg- 
ments voluntarily. 


Allot the judgments were obtained in 


suits brought by the assignee to re- 
cover the amount of dues and assess 
tnents for which the members were de 
linqueht. 
The total amount of the 


judgments is $13,382.13. 
If the suits 


are brought, there are than one hundred 
of them, the litigation will probably eat 
up a considerable share of the proceeds. 


The fact is that a very small part of 


the money collected goes to the credit of 
the company, while Mr. Fulton is not 
faring at all badly. 
During the past 


year Mr. Fulton has collected $6,956.29, 
the amount not being as large as in the 
former because, be explains, he has been 
obliged to work iu the more sparsely 
settled districts, and where there were 
comparatively few delinquents 
In each 


case he has been obliged tn bring suit, 
notwithstanding that he has won nearly 
every case he has instituted. Mr. Fulton 
says he intends to make a vigorous effort 
to collect on the judgments. His receipts 
from all sources for the year amounted 
to $8,098.81. Ho has paid out $673.79 
for attorneys' fees. 
His traveling ex- 


penses have been 81,i44.90, exclusive of 
$78.60 for mileage books, and he has 
paid himself 83,002.08 on account, leav- 
ing a balance in his hands of $1,081.20.

"The war tax has its drawbacks," re- 


marked the cashier in a large stock 
yards concern, ''but it is a blessing to 
a inan in my position. I never knew

•small bank checks had spread until I 
saw a contractor pay off his laborers 
one Saturday night in checks. I made 
inquiry, and found that it was a com- 
mon practice not only with him, but 
many others who hired great bodies 
ot men. The latter didn't like it, ot 
course, because they were obliged to 
•cash the checks at the nearest gin mill, 
which meant a loss to them, because 
-they had to treat. A contractor who 
maile' a practice ot issuing small checks 
told rpe frankly that in the old days, 
•when it was necessary to face each 
cheek with a 2-cont internal revenue 
stamp, he made as few checks as pos- 
sible. 
The war tax having included 


bank checks the habit of issuing small 
•checks has practically been discon- 
tinued. That's why I say the tax is a 
"blessing in disguise. It is not profit- 
able to issue checks for small sums.

Deft Weavers on the Olrt Soil Tarn Oat 


ll Perfect Imitation. 


Just a year ago some manufacturers 


of artistic textiles touring in Donegal 
resolved on establishing a place for 
the making of hand-tufted carpets of 
the description generally known 
aa 


"Turkish" or "Persian." The peculiar- 
ity of this fabric is that from its na- 
ture it must be a hand production. The 
tufts are tied by the fingers in knots 
in 
longitudinal warps, 
which 
are 


stretched between two long parallel 
beams. The carpets are made to the 
size and shape of any room. The de- 
sign is placed in front and the girls 
from three to a dozen, according to 
the size of the carpet, select the colors 
indicated row by row, which are tied, 
then .bound down by "shoots" of wool- 
en weft drawn across the entire width 
and beaten firm by small iron-toothed 
hammers. There is interesting variety 
and pleasure in the work, and it is 
such that individual skill and work- 
manship come largely into play. Alto- 
gether, it is just such an industry aa 
Is suited to the rural districts of Ire- 
land. No steam power Is required and 
there is therefore no handicap on the 
commercial side by the absence of coal. 
The first year's experiment with the 
Irish girls has proved that they are ad- 
mirably adapted for the work. 
The 


girls show a nitnbleness of fingers and 
sharpness of eye for color and form 
that have quite astonished their teach- 
ers and they take to the work with a 
spirit and cheerfulness quite refresh- 
Ing. 
So convinced are the promoters 


of its ultimate success that they have 
planned out a broad scheme that will 
spread the work all over the west of 
Ireland and give employment to many 
hundreds of girls and boys.—London 
Furniture Record.

MILTON BANK BONDS 


CHICAGO JEW 
PAWN BROKER 


PURCHASED THEM. 


Paid Fifty Cent* on the Dollar on Two 


Bonds That Figured $1,500— Can't 
Identify.tbe Man Who Sold Him the 
Stolen Property—Police Get- Fresh 
Clews. 


Fifteen 
hundred collars worth of 


bonds stolen from the bank of Milton on 
the evening of November 23, 1899. have 
been recovered by Sheriff W. H. Appleby. 


The cash value of these bonds have 


been paid over by a Chicago Jew who 
operates a pawn shop on Clark street 
and who made the purchase of these 
bonds at 50 cents on the dollar. 


The Chicago Jew is out 8750 as the 


result of his speculation. 
When asked 


by Sheriff Appleby if he could iadentity 
the man who sold him ,the bonds .he 
said with uplifted hand and, ai;,worr,ied 
look: "I do business with so many peo 
pie gentleman, really I cannot tell.

course I would like to assist you if I 
could but I don't see how I can." 


These stolen bonds are the property
